U of C Alumni 
To Meet May 6 
For Dinner 

Alumni of the University 
of California at Berkeley 
living in the upper San Ga¬ 
briel Valley will meet for 
dinner on Thursday, May 6, 
at 7 p.m., in South Pasa¬ 
dena, in a special “Insight” 
program, featuring Bobley 
chairman of the Department 
of Molecular Biology and 
director of the Virus Lab¬ 
oratory, on the Berkeley 
campus, as the speaker. 

Dr. Williams is a mem¬ 
ber of a faculty team taking 
part in the University’s 
statewide “Insight” project 
of bringing information to 
alumni about the university, 
the faculty community, and 
events and developments on 
the Berkeley campius. 

As director of the Virus 
Laboratory, he is head of 
the largest institution of its 
kind in the nation and also 
is currently serving as pres¬ 
ident of the Atheletic Asso¬ 
ciation of Western Universi¬ 
ties. He earned his AB in 
physics in 1931 and his PhD 
in 1935 in the same subject 
at Cornell University. Dur¬ 
ing World War II, he served 
in the Office of Scientific 
Research and Development 
in Washingtin, D.C., and 
later perfected techniques 
for using the newly-invented 
electron microscope at the 
University of Michigan. 

Nathan Averbuck, alumni 
field director, south, Califor¬ 
nia Alumni Association, is 
accompanying Dr. Williams 
on the trip. 

The program is being 
sponsored by the Cal Alumni 
Club of San Gabriel aVlley, 
in cooperation with the Cali¬ 
fornia Alumni Association 
and the university.

Optional Plan 
For Paying 
Tax Bills 

For many property owners 
the annual property tax bill 
is a terrifying experience. 
The bill comes in time to 
compete with Christmas ex¬ 
penditures and all at once. 

Property taxpayers find 
these tax bills confusing be¬ 
cause county, city, school 
district and various other 
special district taxes are 
lumped together on one bill. 

Senator Reese has intro¬ 
duced a bill to provide the 
taxpayer with the oppor¬ 
tunity to pay property taxes 
on an annual, semi-annual, 
quarterly or monthly basis. 
While some find it easier to 
take care of the matter once 
a year, others would appre¬ 
ciate the opportunity of 
spreading payments out. 

He has also introduced a 
bill to allow the taxpayer 
the opportunity to pay his 
taxes under separate bills 
from the various taxing 
agencies on a staggered 
basis during each year. This

in California, already among 
the highest in the nation, 
threatens to take another 
jump upward with Governor 
Brown’s recent proposals to 
hike employer contributions 
to the unemployment insur¬ 
ance fund by $133 million. 

Despite California’s severe 
seven per cent unemploy¬ 
ment rate and the acute 
need to attract new and ex¬ 
panded business to take up 
the slack, the Governor ap¬ 
parently feels that Califor¬ 
nia business can stand the 
gaff for yet another increase 
in unemployment benefits. 

These recommendatio n s 
were spelled out in the mea¬ 
sure sent to the Legislature 
shortly before the last day 
of introduction of bills into 
the Assembly. 

Salient features are: 

1. Increase the amount of 
employee earnings upon 
which the employer must 
pay the unemployment in¬ 
surance tax. 

2. Hike employer contribu¬ 
tions from an average rate 
of 3 per cent to 3.4 per cent 
of payroll. 

3. Extend the unemploy¬ 
ment insurance coverage to 
agricultural workers and 
others at a cost of $24 mil¬ 
lion to the farmers and an¬ 
other $24 million to other 
employers. 

4. Increase maximum un¬ 
employment benefits from 
$55 to $66 a week. 

While Governor Brown has 
also made a few long-over¬ 
due proposals to revise 
eligibility standards, the net 
effect of his total recom¬ 
mendations would seem 
only to further stagnate 
economic growth, and there¬ 
by worsen aur unemploy¬ 
ment problem. 

Once again it appears the 
Governor is treating a symp¬ 
tom and ignoring the funda¬ 
mental problem — the need 
for more jobs. If benefit in¬ 
creases are to be provided, 
they can and should be fi- 
nonced by closing existing 
loopholes in the program. In 
this manner, those rightly 
entitled to unemployment 
protection could be given 
additional aid without fur¬ 
ther damaging the business 
climate and the general 
economy. 

Wholesale 
Business and 
Employees Up 

Sales by wholesale estab 
lishments in the greater Los 
Angeles-Long Beach area to 
taled $17.1 billion in 1963, an 
increase of 35 per cent over 
1958 sales, according to a 
report publishd recently by 
the U.S. Commerce Depart¬ 
ment’s Bureau of the Census. 

The figures, from the 1963 
and 1958 Censuses of Busi¬ 
ness, are included in the 
final report on wholesale 
trade for 1963 in California. 

Total payroll for then en¬ 
tire year of 1963 of whole¬ 
sale establishments in the 
area amounted to $993.4 mil¬ 
lion, an increase of 47 per 
cent over 1958. The report 
shows the 147,023 employees 
at work during the week of 
November 15, 1963, were 

paid $19.4. This was an in¬ 
crease of 15 per cent in the 
number of paid employees, 
and 35 percent in the 
amount of total payroll over 
the corresponding we ek in 
1958.

Fight Forced Bussing

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Reduction Fund 
Proposed 

Last year In Los Angeles 
County we expe rlenced 
property tax revolts. Such 
activity has been apparent 
around the state and is 
probably on the increase if 
steps aren’t taken to adjust 
inequities in the property 
tax burden on the home- 
owner. 

Senator Reese has intro¬ 
duced legislation to estab¬ 
lish a Property Tax Reduc¬ 
tion Fund in each county. 
State and county govern¬ 
ments are to contribute tax 
revenue to this fund from 
sources other than the .prop¬ 
erty tax. Money from the 
fund will then be used to 
lower property taxes. 

Operation of the Property 
Tax Reduction Ftund would 
be .up to the county boards 
of supervisors. They would 
have the power and respon¬ 
sibility to trigger use of the 
fund for reduction of prop¬ 
erty taxes. 

The effort here is to pro¬ 
vide alternative tax sources 
in the counties to the prop¬ 
erty tax. Tax revenue placed 
in the fund could include 
the hotel/motel room tax or 
bed tax, the property trans¬ 
fer tax, a sales and use tax 
on rentals and leases, and a 
utility tax, all of which exist 
or are being proposed dur¬ 
ing this session of the Leg¬ 
islature.

This will 
mean all California property 
owners will be assessed at 
the same percentage of the 
fair market value of their 
property. Though our state 
Constitution now requires 
such a standard ratio, we do 
not in fact have a standard 
ratio. 

A second bill will require 
each county assessor to post 
the fair market value of 
property and standard as¬ 
sessment ratio along with 
assessed value on the coun¬ 
ty tax roll. This will enable 
property owners to deter¬ 
mine fair market value as¬ 
signed their property by the 
assessor, determine whether 
the standard ratio as set by 
thd Board of Equalization 
was properly used, and al¬ 
low property owners to com¬ 
pare property assessments.
